Seaweed. 


The burning of kelp for iodine has 
brought a good deal of prosperity to some 
places on the West coast of Ireland, but 
one realises that it is not every com- 
munity that can take advantage of the 
high prices that are being given. Last 
month the westerly storms brought in an 
almost incredible amount and variety of 
seaweed and deposited it upon the strand 
at a small resort in Donegal. There it 
lay until the high tides and east wind 
took it away again. No one ‘seemed to 
bother about it, though it must have been 
of considerable value even as manure for 
the sandy land. Groups ef visitors poked 
at it and marvelled at its beauty and its 
strength, and were relieved when it dis- 
appeared from their bathing place. There 
were long, broad ribbons of brown glace 
seaweed, smooth and tough; there were 
ribbons whose edges were gathered as 
though they had been crimped with a 
special iron. There were thick stems with 
a tuft of foliage at one end—elephants’ 
tails they are called locally—and at the 
other end a fantastic arrangement by 
which they were attached to the rock 
before the tug of the currents loosened 
them. This seaweed makes good top- 
dressing, a farmer said; “ there's nothin» 
like the black wrack for the lea ground.” 
The burning of kelp was unknown there ; 
for a sandy shore is no use for the pur- 
pose; there must he rocks or low stone 
walls on which the stuff may be spread 


to dry.

Scotland’s Premier Peer. 


The Marquess of Hamilton, who with 
the Marchioness, is a member of the house 
party of the Duke and Duchess of Aber- 
corn now at Baron’s Court, County Tyrone, 
is the premier peer of Scotland, and, in 
addition, possesses a surprising multi- 
plicity of titles. 

Besides his Marquessate of Hamilton, he 
is also Marquess of Douglas ; he holds the 
Farldoms of Angus, Arran, Lanark and 
Selkirk ; is Lord of several places in Scot- 


land, and is Duke of Brandon and Baron 
of Dutton, Cheshire, in England. He also 
claims the Dukedom of Chatelherault. 
The Hamiltons are descended from 
George Douglas, first Earl of Angus, the 
natural son of the first Earl of Douglas. 
and father of the Earl of Angus who led 
the Scots to victory at Piperdean i 1436. 
The fourth Karl of Angus was the famous 
‘Red Douglas,” whose eldest son was 
High Chancellor of Scotland. and known 
as ' Bell the Cat ” and “the Great Earl.”

An interesting development on the dramatic 
side of the Dublin Station will be the produc- 
tion on Friday next, at 9 p.m., of scenes from 
the play ‘‘ L’Epreuve,” by Marivaux, an 
eighteenth century author. The play is being 
produced by Madame Marcelle O'Connell, 
widow of the late Dr. O'Connell, Assistant 
Director of the Dublin Station, and in it 
there will appear M. André Alphand, son of 
the French Minister to the Saorstat, and an 
Attaché of the French Legation here, and 
also M. Roger Meffreys, Chancellor of the 
French Legation.

M. Alphand has taken an important part 
in dramatic productions in France. For 
three years he has been a member of 
“La Petite Scéne, the French equivalent of 
the Little Theatre, which is conducted on the 
lines of the Abbey. It if-an art theatre, 
which has as its object the presentation of 
forgotten works of the French classical 
repertoire. The theatre is under the direc- 
tion of M. Xavier de Courville, and all the 
assistants are old pupils of the French Poly- 
technic School. 

It is of interest to note that one of the 
parts which M. André Alphand has played is 
that of Tony Lumpkin in the translation into 
French of Goldsmith’s celebrated drama, 
‘She Stoops to Conquer.’’

A unigue innovation has been introduced 
in St. Bartholomew's Church, Stranmillis 
read, Belfast, which was consecrated on 
Saturday afternoon by the Right Rev. C. T. P. 
Grierson, B.D. (Bishop of Down and Connor 
and Dromore}.

Che new church has been eieeled at a cost 
of £15,000, in addition to £2,500 íor the cost 
ot the site.

“His 
(‘race the Most Rev. J. A. F. Gregg, D.D., 
Archbishop of Dublin, laid the foundation- 
stone, 

THE CONSECRATION CEREMONY. 

There was a very large attendance of clergy 
and laity at the consecratton ceremony on 
Saturday aiternoon, the special preacher being 
the Right Rev. Harry Vere-White, D.D., 
lishop of Limerick. 

A processicn was formed, the bishops and 
clergy wearing their robes, and those taking 
part included the Lord Chiei Justice of 
Northern Ireland, Chancellor of the Diocese. 

The bishop of the diocese and his chaplains, 
having entered the church, approached the 
Communion table. The Act of Consecration 
was read by the Chancellor and signed by the 
lsishop, and Evening Prayer followed. The 
First Lesson was read by the Archdeacon of 
(‘onnor (tne Ven. F. J.. M‘Neice, B.D.). 
After the singing of the Magnificat, the 
Second Lesson was read by the Archdeacon of 
lbromore (the Ven. W. 8. Kerr, B.D.), after 
which the Bishop of Limerick preached the 
sermon. 

At the conclusion of the Service tea was 
served in the Parochial Hall, where tue rector, 
the Rev. Herbert Lindsay, B.A., F.R.G.S., 
welcomed the guests. 

To mark the day’s ceremony the Rev. 
Mr. Lindsay had a beautiful souvenir pre- 
pared, which gives an interesting account of 
the history of St. Bartholomew's. 

THE SERMON. 

The Bishop cf Limerick took for his text, 
St. Mark xu. 28-29. “What Commandant is 
the first of all? Jesus answered: The first is: 
Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is 
is one: and thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and with all thy strength.”’ 

The consecration of vour Church to-day, 
said the Bishop, is a proclamation to this 
city that vou accept that teaching of the Lord 
Jesus. This is God's House. It stands here 
for the worship of God the Father. through 
Jesus Christ, in Whose Face, by the aid of 
the Holy Spirit, we are given the light of the 
knowledge of God's glory. The Bishop, clergy 
and people of Belfast have done well in pro- 
viding the new churches, of which this is the 
third to he dedicated within a brief space of 
time. You and your Rector are doing, and 
mean to continue to do, your part, and I re- 
joice to know that the whole Church of 
Ireland, through its General Synod, has had 
the privilege of giving liberal help to a work 
for God and His Church which concerns us 
all: 

To-day we can say without any reservation. 
or explanation: ‘‘ We are not divided—all 
one body we, and it is a privilege to one 
whose work lies in the outposts of our 
spiritual army in Ireland to speak on this 
happy day to you who have the strength, and 
also the difficulties, of large and growing 
numbers. 

This beautiful and dignified church will be 
the centre of many and varied activities, 
social and philanthropic, as well. as. those 
specially called religious. To-day's Service is 
the beginning of the ever-increasing conse- 
cration of these walls. Sacred and beautiful 
traditions will soon establish themselves in the 
hearts of worshippers. In a few vears, for 
life 3s short, tender memories will have 
enshrined themselves in the Church where 
children were brought to the loving arms of 
Christ in haptism; where man and maid gave 
themselves to each other in those bonds of 
duty as well as of love which only death can 
break ; where the words of warning, and lor- 
ing and hopeful remembrance, were used at 
the burial of dear friends. 

A century hence this building will still be 
modern, but it will have been sanctified by 
the prayers and praises. of three generations 
of worshippers, and when its centenary is 
celebrated we may hope that thanks will be 
offered to God for what we are doing to-day, 
and also for the hundreds of lives 
strengthened, purified, through the ministra- 
tions of the Word and Sacraments, which 
will find their centre in this house of .God. 

THE LAMBETH REPORT. 

The pages in the report of the Lambeth 
Conference, held recently, which are felt: bv 
many of us to be of most special and 
permanent value are those which deal with. 
the Christian doctrine of God. They were 
written by a committee of which our Primate 
was chairman, and in a Tomes leading article 
the writer says of this report that it “isa 
masterpiece of exact theological thought, 
expressed in concise and lucid form.’’ Jt was 
accepted unanimously by the Conference, and 
should be carefully studied, not only bv the 
clergy, but by all intelligent people who wish 
to have a grasp of the solid reasons for our 
faith in God. It is, indeed, a calm, forcible 
statement of truth, which no one who wishes 
to come to God through the intellect as well 
as through the affections can wisely neglect. 
It is a reminder to us of what the Lord meant 
when He commanded us to love God with 
the mind as well as with the heart. 

In the Encyclical Letter the Bishops with 
one voice say: “ We recall our Church people, 
and all who own the name of Christ, to the 
privilege and duty which are theirs of 
expressing their faith, and receiving pardon 
and renewal, through joining with the 
brethren regularly in the public worship 
of the Church, and especially i 
Blessed Sacrament of the Holv 
nione The Church’s chief duty 
love and worship God, and in 
love and worship it gives its chief witness to 
the world. They should reflect what wrong 
they do to God, to others, and to themselves, 
if they grow slack in fulfilling, especially on 
Sunday, this their clear and obvious duty.” 

UNITED ADORATION. 

The unanimous insistence by the bishops 
on the duty and happiness of united adoration 
ts further set forth in a separate resolution, 
in which they say that ' men should offer 
their worship to God because of His great 
glory, and because of His supreme revelation 
ot love in Jesus Christ, apart from any 
thought of benefits that mav accrue to them. 
That thought of mans duty to God seems 
self-evident when stated in those simple 
words. If we believe that all holy désires, 
all good counsels, and all just works—that all 
good things of every kind are gifts, not self- 
created: and if we know that all these 
wonderful and gracious gifts are not our by 
chance, but come from the Father above. Who 
loves us, one by one, surely our inévitable 
response is fervent and humble and united 
adoration. 

To-day’s solemn Service of Dedication, the 
Bishop concluded, is net a bit of magic. It 
means that those who take part in it. pledge 
themselves, and, so far as that is possible, 
pledge their successors, to help God to answer 
the prayers now offered to Him. Whatever 
may be the final issue in the.universe of the 
war between good and evil, it is clear that 
here and now man’s free will is not overborne 
by God's Providence, or forced into line with 
(God's purposes. God's children who come 
here are called to be His willing fellow- 
workers in making this house a house of 
prayer worthy of its title. 


THE SPIRIT OF WORSHIP. 

Among many even of our pious. people 
there seems to be something lacking in their 
spirit of worship. The order, reverence, re- 
collectedness which would not be wanting if 
they were being presented to an earthly king 
are not always given their right place and 
importance in the House of God. . It may 
seem a small thing to make for oneself a rule 
to come regularly and early to Church; to 
kneel down and say a genuine, and not 
hasty, praver for. blessing on the whole Ser- 
vice, on the minister, and one’s fellow: 
worshippérs; to dévote to quiet meditation 
any minutes at onr disporal before the Sérvie4 
hégins; to remain on opr. knees after the 
blessing for a few moments of private prayer. 
The observance of such devotional habits is

‘ CORK, Sunday. 
HE Cork Harbour Board, by setting on 
foot an inquiry “into the prices of 
cement prevailing ‘in, Ireland and the 
activities of a ‘‘combine’’ which is 
believed to exist, have earned the gratitude 
of everyone purchasing and using this 1m- 
portant commodity. The Harbour Board 
uses over four hundred tons of cement 
annually, and, while it could be bought ‘at 
thirty-five shillings per ton last year, the 
price this year has soared to forty-six 
shillings per ton. 

Mr. Anthony,-the Labour deputy for 
Cork, pointed out at the meeting of the 
Harbour Board that the cost of house- 
building in this city is higher than in 
other parts of Ireland. Mr. Anthony 
speaks from experience; for he is con- 
nected with a building. guild which works 
on a co-operative basis.. He stated that he 
was prepared to give proof to the Harbour 
Board and to any other board which might 
be interested’ that there is collusion 
between certain architécts and builders. 
It is probable that he will reveal this. proof 
at the first meeting of the committee which 
has been. ‘set up by the Harbour Board to 
examine the position and decide on further 
action. 

The suggestion made some time ago in 
Dail Eireann concerning the setting up of 
a cement factory in the Free State was 
répeated at Wednesday's meéting by Nir. 
Flinn, who contends that the amount of 
cement ms annually in the twenty-six 
counties would warrant the success of this 
factory, if established. 


BELFAST’S CORK GUESTS. 


Mr. Richard Wallace, the Chairman of 
the Cork Harbour Board, has returned 
from Belfast full of enthusiasm for the 
Northern folk. He cannot speak too highly 
of their kindness and generous feelings. 
The value of the visit of Mr. Wallace, who 
was accompanied by three other members 
of the. Southern Board, will become more 
apparent in time. 

Mr.. Wallace was presented with an oil 
painting during his Northern trip, but 
only a few people know of the reasons 
which prompted that gift. A prominent 
Belfastman when leaving his hotel took 
another man’s bowler hat by mistake, and 
only -diseovered the error when driving 
through the city in a crowded taxi, in 
which. Mr. Wallace was a passenger. With 
a promptitude which surprised the other 
wera Mr. Wallace offered to buy a 

at for the gentleman. Ail entered into 
the spirit of the idea, but it was.only after 
a lengthy tour of Belfast hatters’ shops 
that a hat of the requisite dimensions was 
discovered. To record his appreciation of 
Mr. Wallace's action the recipient of the 
hat arranged for the preser.tation ‘of the 
picture. 

Mr. Wallace on his return to Cork was 
deservedly complimented for his prompt- 
ness in accepting the invitation to repre- 
sent this city. Closer relations and a 
better understanding of the difficulties 
which confront both North ani South must 
result from the exchange of views at social 
gatherings of this kind, where politics do 
not enter. 


PROSPERITY OF THE PORT. 


The revenue of the Cork Port Board 
this year is thirteen thousand pounds 
more than last year’s, and hopes are 
entertained that, with increased trade, it 
may be raised still higher in the years to 
come. Alterations and developmen 
which are being carried out will constitute 
added inducements for shipping to use the 
port which is safe at al! times and has 
excellent rail connections. The Board has 
spent much money in erecting new 
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wharves,» and the newest 
Victoria .Wharf—will be opened short); 
for traffic. 

The reclamation of the waste ground 
known. as Tivoli, is another important 
scheme, and negotiations are proceeding 
with the Great Southern Railways to have 
a goods dépót and passenger station estab- 
lished there. It is proposed also to con- 
struct a grorne at Tivoli with a view of 
sávink the money now spent yearly on 
dredging at this point. 

The Chairman referred to these works 
at this week's meeting of the Board, and 
urged the members to work hard for the 
development of the port, which he hoped 
would soon seriously rival: the ports of 
‘Dublin and Belfast. 


FORD’S FACTORY DISMISSALS. 


Dismissals and suspensions of workmen 
at Ford’s Factory in Cork have taken 
place’ owing. it is said; to the shortag 
of orders: Last week over one hundred 
employés, including several members of 
the clerical staff, were paid off. Many 
men have been placed on part-time employ- 
ment. ‘The number of unemplored men 
in the city is increasing ‘o an alarming 
extent and there are many signs of conse- 
queat poverty. The hardship is especially 
felt by English. skilled workmen brought 
over to Ireland who are now without work 
and have no means of getting back to their 
own country. 

The visit of Henry Ford to Europe has 
for Cork people more than-ordinary signi. 
ficance, and there are many who belicre 
that a certain step may be taken which 
will not be to the benefit of the city. 


ENCOURAGING NATIVE ART. 


It is seldom that a robbery from an art 
gallery takes place in Ireland, and it is 
all the more unfortunate that the only 
one of recent years should occur in Cork. 
The fact of the larceny of a picture from 
the Gibson Art Gallery, and its subsequent 
return already has been published. The 
immediate result of this act is that lovers 
of art will be unable to view the verv fine 
collection in the Gibson Gallery without 
first obtaining permission to do so. 

The authorities of the Gallery, to which 
is attached an up-to-date School of Art. 
are ever ready to develop the talents of 
any person showing special merit, and 
this week it was announced that an un- 
employed labourer from Queenstown, who, 
in his hours of enforced idleness took to 
making plaster moulds, attracted the 
attention of the committee. An art master 
is to report on the quality of the man’s 
work, and he may be given a free course 
of training in the Art School. 


CORK’S NEED OF A CITY HALL. 


Cork Corporation is possibly the on!v 
public body in Ireland without a suitable 
building wherein it can meet and 
transact civic affairs. The Cork City 
Hall was burned down during “ the 
tr..bled times,” but during the reign «f 
the City Commissioner the necessity of a 
meeting place was not very pressing 
Now, with the Corporation re-established 
there 1s a difficulty in findinz meeting 
places for the various committees. The 
erection of a new City Hall is strongly 
urged by Mr. Anthony, T.D.. who has 
pointed out that Cork really should have 
such a public building erecte before the 
International Exhivition is opened in 
1932. 

The Corporation at the moment is de- 
voting its attention to the building of 
houses, and it may he some time before 
action is taken to provide Cork with 
City Hail of which everrone could be 
proud.

Improving Trade. 

The Free State trade returns for July 
in some respects are more encouraging 
than they have been for many months. 
Four years ago the adverse balance of 
trade had reached the alarming figure of 
£18,938;662'; at’ the end cf the twelve 
months under review it had fallen to 
£10,594,366. There has been a steady 
narrowing of the gap between imports and 
exports since 1926, and, if the present 
process continues, another few years will 
see the end of the adverse balance. In 
comparison with the previous twelve 
months the Free State’s trading deficit 
has fallen by nearly £4,000,000. Imports 
have been declining steadily, 
although this tendency in certain circum- 
stances might be interpreted as a reduc- 
tion in purchasing power, the fact that 
exports are increasing is hopeful. Of a 
total export trade of £25,752,674 for the 
first seven months of the present year, 
foreign countries bought Free State goods 
to the amount of £3,179,674; the re- 
mainder was bought by Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland.

OLD DUBLIN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—When passing through the Corn- 
market yesterday I was astonished to see that 
the old ruin enclosed by a railing on the left- 
hand side has been removed, though the 
railing remains. I trust the removal is not 
permanent, as it is almost inconceivable that 
anyone cognisant with its history should 
allow it to be taken away. This.is the oldest 
remnant of old Dublin, being part of the 
celebrated Newgate Prison, the age of which 
is unknown, but it was certainly standing 
early in the twelfth century, as appears. from 
the Charter of the Hospital of St. John. 

The spot is an historic one; for Blessed 
Oliver or lingered here for nearly a 
vear (1679-80) before he was executed at 
Tyburn. Some thirty years later the Irish 
poet, Sein O Neachtain, mourned the incar- 
ceration in Newgate of Father Paul MacEgan 
and others. The sole surviving relic of a 
place so full of memories for Irishmen should 
he left alone, and 1 sincerely hope that I may 
not be too late in ihe attention to the

THE QUESTION OF 
TAXATION. 


DISTRIBUTING THE 
BURDEN. 


a 


The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on ' Destructive Taxa- 
tion,” says:—-Even more mischievous than 
the actual weight óí taxatién has been the 
change ih thé spirit in which it has been 
employed. Instead of regarding taxation 
as a means of defraying the necessary cost 
ot government in the way least damaging 
to the economic development’ of' the tom- 
munity, modern political parties have 
come to look upon it ¢ither gs a ready 
instrument of Socialism for redistributing 
the national income or as an indispens- 
able card in the game of extracting votes 
from the eleetorate. It is scarcely sur- 
prising, therefore, that so little attention 
has been paid to the question whether the 
country can afford a continually increas- 
ing expenditure on what are termed the 
social services. The device of differential 
taxation, invented to conform to the 
abstract principle .of minimum sacrifice, 
has made it all too easy to mask the 
dangerous consequences of a predatory 
fiscal system by investing it with the 
specious sanction of a false morality 
exemplified. in the, arbitrary and mislead- 
ing distinction between earned. and un- 
earned income. 

Even on the most optimistic forecast it 
is difficult, The Times continues, to see 
how a further substantial increase in 
taxation can be avoided, and it is, there- 
fore, imperative that some attempt be made 
to distribute’ the fiscal burden. more 
equitably by restoring the balance between 
indirect and direct axation. which has 


been so disastrously upset since the war. 
However, unpopular such a measure may 
appear to be, it is clearly necessary, both 
on economic and on political grounds. 


Economically, it is essential that pro- 
ductive industry should be relieved as 
tar as possible from the: erushimg burden 
which has been imposed upon it. Politi 
cally, it is even more important that the 
majority of the electorate should be made 
to bear directly a greater part of tlie 
cost of the ever-increasing services for 
which it votes, and that the process by 
which, vear by vear, an increasing pro- 
portion of the citizens are relieved of al! 
share in the burden of taxation should at 
last be arrested.

£70,000 to fight an election. and that Cumann 
na nGaedheal wanted £12,000.
